Grown  4  blooms 
per  plant  disbudded.  3*2  feet  high. 

JERRY  —  A  wonderful  rich  golden  bronze 
Anemone.

Good  substi¬ 
tute.  Matures  Nov.  15th  to  20th.  Should  be  grown 
as  a  disbud  pompom,  with  four  to  six  per  plant.  3 
feet  high.

MT.  ETNA — Of  the  popular  incurved  white.  In 
form  very  much  like  Snow  White,  but  is  ten  days 
later  which  is  to  its  advantage.  Flowers  8  inches 
in  diameter.  Height  4  feet.  Select  first  bud.  Ma¬ 
tures  Nov.  18th. 

YELLOW  STONE — A  good  incurved  yellow, 
strong  growler,  nice  dark  green  foliage  and  a  good 
shipper.  Flowers  8  inches  in  diameter.  Matures 
Nov.  20th.  Height  4  feet.  Select  first  bud. 

DEC.  CRYSTAL — Pure  crystal  white  of  the  re¬ 
flex  type.  Flowers  8  inches  in  diameter.  Matures 
in  early  December  which  makes  it  a  good  variety 
to  grow.  Height  5  feet.  Select  first  bud. 


SULPHUR  FRILLS— One  of  the  most  out¬ 
standing  Anemones  of  today.  Sulphur  guard,  with 
a  bright  yellow  cushion  which  would  remind  you  of 
the  Spring  Glory  Daffodil.  Measures  4  to  5  inches 
in  diameter.  Matures  Nov.  10th  and  later.  Pro¬ 
duces  four  nice  blooms  per  plant  disbudded.  3 U> 
feet  high. 


COPPER  CLAD — A  round  flower  of  the  true 
button  type,  %-inch  in  diameter.

Bloom 
looks  very  much  like  a  miniature  cactus  flowered 
dahlia.  Should  be  grown  disbudded.  BV2  inches 
in  diameter.

PRAIRIE  GOLD — Rich  golden  yellow  of  the 
anemone  type,  much  the  same,  hut  better  than  the 
old  variety  Sunshine.  Can  be  grown  either  as  a  dis¬ 
bud  or  cluster  pompon.  Matures  November  15th  to 
20th.  Disbudded  somewhat  earlier. 


MATADOR — Blush  white  outer  guard  of  three 
rows  of  petals  and  a  full  convex  cushion  of  a  rich 
bronze  which  makes  a  very  fine  color  combination. 
Should  be  grown  6  to  8  blooms  per  plant.  Disbudded 
measures  3  to  4  inches  in  diameter.  Matures  No¬ 
vember  10th  to  15th.  Fine  keeper  and  shipper.
